ANNUAL  REVIEW  OF  BUSINESS  CONDITIONS  - 

.... 


Given  an  increasing  population,  an  increasing  labour  force,  one 
should  expect  increases  in  economic  activity  across  the  board.  Only  when 
there  are  decreases  or  pronounced  aberrations  should  comment  be  excited. 

At  the  same  time,  while  there  may  be  apparent  increases  in  total 
economic  activity,  measurements  taken  on  a  per  capita  basis  may  show  that 
the  individual  is  actually  no  better. off.  Similarly,  both  total  and  per 
capita  measurements  of  economic  growth  may  show  pleasant  dollar  increases, 
but  both  may  be  discounted  in  fact  by  an  inflationary  rise  in  all  costs 
and  prices.  Thus,  in  many  instances,  measurements  of  physical  volume  are 
more  significant  than  measurements  of  dollar  volume. 

The  Alberta  economy  had  an  excellent  year  by  any  criterion.  Live¬ 
stock  sales  and  value  rose  considerably;  very  significant  grain  sales  con¬ 
tracts  were  made  with  China  and  Russia  after  all,  although  first  direct 
dollar  benefits  will  be  received  by  Albertans  only  in  1966.  The  value  of 
minerals  produced  rose  by  nearly  9$.  Manufacturing  plant  shipments  were 


7$  higher  than  in  1964.  There  is  evidence  that  the  construction  industry 
far  exceeded  expectations  of  early  in  the  year.  Labour  income  rose  by 
12$;  retail  sales  by  7 $.  A  higher  proportion  of  the  labour  force  found 
continuous  employment  than  for  several  years. 

Prospects  for  19 66  are  also  very  encouraging.  The  effects  of  the 


additional  grain  sales  will  be  significant  in  19 66;  livestock  prices  appear 
to  be  verv  firm  or  rising.  Sales  01  minerals  oi  the  types  produced  ^.n 


Alberta  are  increasing  steadily,  if  not  as  spectacularly  as  in  the  early 
i960  * s «  The  tremendous  backlog  of  construction  vo.x  begun  in  it o I  io 
carrying  over.  In  view  of  the  higher  incomes  and  high  economic  activity 
in  western  Canada,  there  is  little  likelihood  of  a  slackening  in  volume 


of  manufact-uring .  Labour  income  will  likely  rise  substantially  as  in¬ 
dicated  by  wage  increases  being  won  through  tougher  union  bargaining. 

It  follows  that  dollar  volume  figures  for  retail  tx-ade  will  also  increase 
noticeably.  Despite  the  ever  larger  increments  to  the  labour  force  which 
are  now  appearing  annually;  there  is  fair  prospect  of  as  near  complete 
absorption  as  took  place  in  1965. 

One  or  two  imponderables  may  be  noted. 

Hitherto,  Canadians  have  had  only  to  prove  the  ci-edit  worthiness 
or  the  potential  profitability  of  particular'  projects  in  order  to  secure 
American  financing  when  necessary.  In  future  it  is  apparent  that  the 
state  of  the  American  balance  of  payments  must  be  considered  as  well. 

Under  the  circumstances  it  is  impossible  to  predict  the  frequency;  the 
incidence,  the  scope;  or  the  terms  of  the  periods  when  American  capital 
will  be  available  for  Canadian  (or  Albertan)  development  projects. 

Whether  economic  development  locally  will  be  affected  in  1966  remains  to 
be  seen.  (This  is  not  to  be  taken  as  criticism  of  American  policy;  a 
government’s  first  duty  is  to  its  own  country.) 

Secondly;  it  is  apparent  that  a  cumulating  measure  of  inflation 
is  affecting  the  Canadian  economy.  Between  195®  and  19^2  the  consumer 
price  index  rose  by  5*6^  or  a  little  more  than  l/o  a  year,  Since  January 
1963;  the  index  has  risen  by  nearly  9 $  by  close  to  3$  a  year  --  with 

the  most  rapid  increases  taking  place  in  recent  months.  The  costs  of 
the  new  welfare  legislation  of  the  federal  government,  the  higher  wage 
rates  being  won  at  the  bargaining  tables,  and  the  eery  willingness  with 
which  new  major  projects  are  being  undertaken,  (apparently  .. r.  the  con¬ 
fident  expectation  that  part  of  repayments  are  going  to  be  made  with 
"inflated'1  dollars)  --  all  point  to  higher  costs  being  passed  on  to 
consumers  in  the  year  ahead.  The  rate  and  the  effect  of  inflation  during 


1966  can  be  only  surmised.

PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE  INVESTMENT 


Annual  total  public  and  private  investment  increased  by  45$ 
between  i960  and  1966.  While  absolute  increases  are  general  in  all 
sectors ,  the  most  notable  increases  in  investment  have  been  in  the 
primary  industries,  the  construction  industry,  and  by  institutions 
and  government.  As  a  proportion  of  the  total  the  government  invest¬ 
ments  have  been  very  stable. 

On  a  per  capita  basis  investments  rose  from  $9^5  in  i960  to 
over  $1,200  in  1966.

Readily  apparent  are  the  divergent  trends  in  '‘rural"  and  city 
building.  It  must  be  noted  however,  that  building  permits  often  are 
not  required  for  major  rural  projects  --  e.g.  the  oil  sands  plant, 
pipelines,  roads,  gas  processing  plants,  etc.;  thus  the  comparative 
rural-urban  volume  of  construction  activity  cannot  be  gauged  from 
these  figures .

MINERAL* 


According  to  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  preliminary  estimates, 
the  value  of  minerals  produced  in  1965  rose  by  nearly  9^  from  $73 6  million 
in  1964  to  $799  million  in  1965.  Not  surprisingly,  the  major  absolute 
increases  were  from  minerals  related  to  oil  and  gas  production.

MANUFACTURING 


The  value  of  manufacturers  shipments  rose  by  nearly  Tf>,  to  a 
total  of  $1,26^  million.  Major  increases  were  recorded,  by  foods  and 
bevt*  i  :s  prc  (up  01 

us  tries  (up  by  $26  million  )  and  the  petroleum  refining  and  chemical 
industries  (up  $20  million). 

In  a  survey  of  major  manufacturing  firms  completed  late  in  1965, 
over  75$  showed  that  sales  increased  over  10$  or  held  steady.  The  pat¬ 
tern  was  constant  along  the  full  range  of  industries,  with  none  showing 
real  weakness . 


The  overall  outlook  for  Alberta  industries  in  1966  will  continue 
to  be  very  favourable.
